AN APPETITE FOR SNAKES. 


mit who Lived on Reptiles. 
From the Pittsburg Leader. 

Buried in an ancient Presbyterian church- 
yard, which bas partially gone to wreck out 
of use and grown over with grass,a few miles 
this side of Murraysville, in Westmoreland 
county, are the remains of a snake-ester, un- 
less, as is likely before this, aa! have turned 
to clay. A few days aco the writer had occa- 
sion to talk to an elderly gentleman from that 
country, #ho said be used to know ‘*Dead- 
per’? Williams, the snake-eater in question. 

The old gentleman stated that **Deadner’’ 
was a bundle of eccentricities, hosiile to ail 
mankind, and lived thelife of abermit. He 
was born out there somewhere, and when he 
reached the age of manhood he bade adieu to 
society and fled to the woods which then 
stood near Plum Creek graveyard, and cut 
down a parcel of saplings out of which he 
built a long one-story hut, which he divided 
intotworeoms. He never went Visiting and 
would permit no one to enter his mysterious 
dwelling. 

When the sparsely- populated neighborhood 
found out they bad such a heathen in their 
midst many people used tocome long distan- 
ces to look at the house of the snake eater. 
He quitted this life at the age of fifty or sixty 
years. He stayed in the house all the time, 
sleeping or making traps and other contri- 
vances, except when he went on snake chases. 
The traps were for the purpose of caging the 
snakes, which were his principal food. He 
kpew by a sort of unaccountabie instinct just 
where snakes could be found. Among the 
spake tribe he was only fond of block 
snakes, although be often caught copper- 
heeds and garter snakes and caged them in 
boxes in his sapling but for pets to play with 
in his lei-ure hours.

One of the 
rooms he mostly used for putting the dried 
snakes in and the second for the fiving ones, 
and in the latter, too, he slept and eat and 
did bis cooking. 

He never went to bed without several bed- 
fellows along with him inthe shape of gar- 
ter or copperhead snakes. Immediately 
when ke would reach home from a hunting 
tour ke would put the blacksnakes in a box, 
and killed them by cutting their heads off. 
Next he would disembowel the headless 
heap and hang them side by side on nails on 
the walltodry. He never liked fresh snakes, 
but always had a plentiful supply of the drv 
materiaiahead. This fifthy old wretch died 
without one to console him, and his body was 
half decomposed when found, There was no 
long cortexe to see him to his grave, and no 
mourners to weep for him: no monument 
was ever erected over him, and where he now 
lies not even a mound 1s visible.

Mr. Abbey, the theatrical manager, has 


D yielded to public sontiment, and has de- 


cided not to produce the Passion Play at 
Booth’s Theater at the close of the Bern- 
hardt epgagement. This action, following 
the California fiasco, makes it probable 
that no attempt will ever be made to 
place this sacred tragedy upon the seciflar 
stage. Even nom-church going people, 
who are prone to. treat religious 
subjects lightly, were disposed to regard Mr. 
Abbey’s proposed performance as 
an bold profanation «© calculated to 
sacred matters into disrepute, just 
as the — street-corner horse-auction 
meetings of the so-called Salvation Army 
under Haskell tend to degrade, cheapen 
and ridicule Christianity. Religion is a 
thing that cannot be treated with familiar- 
ity. The Passion Play at Oberammer- 
gau is simply a form of religious wor- 
and as presented by the honest, 
earnest Tyrolean peasants, whose lives 


a have been sanctified by the calling, it is | 


really a solemn and impressive ceremony. | 
As the “result of asacred religious vow : 
the performance has as much justification 
as amass. Mr. Abbeyonly proposed to pro- 
duce the play to gratify public curiosity, — 
just as he would put ‘The Black Crook’’ 
ora pantomime on the boards. In the 
hands of his actors and actresses, unfitted 
by training or association for the work, the 
performance would have been brought 
down to the level of the commonest the- 
atrical representation. The critic of the 
press would have had the same license to 
discuss the dressing of the characters that 
he undoubtediy has to poimt out the 
defects of costume in ‘‘The Fool’s Re- 
venge,”” and if he had even gone 
so far as to call attention to the fact 
that the central figure in the cast was in 
the habit of giving too much attention to 
the ladies in the boxes and not enough to 
his impressive lines, no fault could have 
been found with him. And yet we take 
it this would have been neither edifying 
nor instructive nor helpful to the cause of 
religion. For the sake of the stage, which 
is a great educator and which has yet much 
prejudice to remove, it is well that Mr. 
Abbey has abandoned the Passion Play as 


a means of enlarging his bank account. 


THE SABBATH. 


Ministers in Couneil Discuss the Question 
of Seeuring its Observance. 


The Evangelical Alliance held its regular 
meeting at the rooms of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association this morning with avery 
good attendance. Rev. Dr. Rutherford opened 


the gathering and stated that the subject for 
discussion would be the Sunday «uuestion, 
How to secure tie better observance ot the 
Sabbath andthe enforcement of the Sunday 
laws. Rev. Mr. Marshall opened the 
subject with a paper in which he took the 
strongest grounds, both fiom a biblical, so- 
cial and legel stanupoint, ugainst the viola- 
tions of the Sabbath day. The speaker went 
into alengthy discussion to show that one 
day of rest in seven is necessary to the physi- 
cal condition of both man and beast and ex- 
plained that all laws probioviting or restraiu 

ing Sunday labor were wise and just. From 
this he took up the subject of the holiness ot 
the day andthe necessity of its observance 
fron a Christian standpoint. In this 
connection be took occasion to thoroughly 
ventilate the saloon and theatre question. His 
whole argument was vigorously sustained by 
scriptural and legal quotations. Mr. Marsnall 
ciosed his argument by offering the following 
suggestionsin reference to tne means that 
shoula be taken to secure a better observance 
of the Sabbath, and the enforcement of the 
Sunday luws: 

1. Letthe pulpit and the religious press 
speak. Let Sabbath tracts be scattered 
among the people, setting forth the claims of 
the day from every standpoint, and let 
Christians observe it vettertnemseives. The 
removalofthbe ‘*beam’’ out of our OWRn eve 
wili enable us more clearly to see the moteifi 
the eye of our brothers. 

2. LetChristian men discharge their daty 
es Christians, by securing the entorcement of 
the laws. 

3, Let there be a society organized and in- 
corporated, the object of whicn shall be to see 
thut existing laws are enforced and crime and 
Sunday breaking be prevented. <Asociety of 
this kind has been organized inNew Yerk,and 
the resuit of his labors is very gratifying. 

4. And finally that public meetings be 
called as soon as possible to take the subject 
under advisement and devise methods tu se- | 
cure the entorcement ot the Sunday and other 
laws. 

The matterwas then thoroughly discussed 
by Drs. Wilson, Ganse, Lofton, Felton, 
Hughey, Haleyand otbers and it was gen- 
erally agreed that some society should 
be tormed to take this matter in 
hand that measures should pveinstltuted to 
compel the enforcement of the Sunday laws. 
andthat some effort be made to interest 
Coristian people and business men in the 
matter. 

Mr. Felton desired that a committee be ap- 
yointed todrafta plan of the organization 
ofthe work, andtocallapublic meeting to 
discuss the matter. 

Mr. Gantz suggested that the whole matter 
be referred to the Board of Councilors ef the 
Alliance, which was agreecto. After admit- 
ting several new meinbers,the meeting uad- 
journed to meetat the call of the board.

GAMBS’ BONDSMEN. 


The Litigation Fimally Ended, Mr. M, A. 
Wolff Gaining the Victory. 


Some time ago Marcus A. Wolff brought suit 
against Theodore P. Greene to recover the 
amount of the latte:’s contribution on the 
bond of Henry Gambs, the defaulting Public 


Administrator. Marcus A. Wolff, Wm. H. 
Tijtord, Louis C. Hirschberg and Theodore P, 
Greene were sureties for Gatmb3. _An or- 
izinal bond of December 2, 1872, had 
been given, but an additional was afterwards 
required uandon this jdatter which was 
furnished September 19, 1873. Messrs. 
Wojtt and Greene were sureses among 
others. Atter Gambs’ defaication, Hirsch- 
berg, Wolff Greene and Tilford paid each $23,- 
ovuv, making an aggregate of $92,000. There 
was stillleft a balance unsettied and, the 
other sureties being insolvent, » compromise 
was effected with Hirschberg in the Bg A mer 
of $10,000. Messrs. Wolff and Tilford offered 
to make u like settlement with 
Mr. (.reene, whom they said 
they would release it he would pay over the 
amount owed by him to Gambs. 

The matter was placed in the hans of a 
referee, who decided in tavor of Messrs. Wolff 
& Tilford, and Mr. Greene refused to pay, say- 
ing he was includedinthe settlement made 
with Hirschberg. The case was giventoa 
jury, who decided in favor of the 
plaintiff, and Judge Thayer this 
morning rendered his decision in 
the case, the jury and referee having both 
decided that Greene was not inthe settlement 
with Hitsehberg. The decision gives Mr. 
Wolff $9,996 464. andto Tiiford’s executor, 
be having since died, the same amount. Af- 
ter an explanutorv premise, Judge 
Thayer zoes on to say: Ana 
it turther appearing from the verdict of 
the jury on the specia! issue tried herejg, that 
said M. A. Wolffand Wm. H. Tilfora have not 
released the detendant from his liability for 
contribution for and in account of the moneys 
advanced and paid as aforesaid, therefore 
it is considered adjudged and decreed by the 
Court that the detendant, Theo. P. Greene, is 
lable and bounag to refund both to M. A. 
Wolff and Wm. II. Tilford’s executor a por: 
tion of said sum of $23,000 by them 
‘respectively contributed as aforesaid toward 
the discparge of the liabilities of said Henry 
Gambs. That said Louis C. Hirschberg and 
Theo. P. Greene, as sureties upon the bond 
for $) 10,000, should togetber have contributed 
1]-1s of said sum of 92,000 paid as atorssaid, 
to-wit, the sum of $56,222 22, and that said 
M.A. Woltt, Win. H. Tilford and Theo P. 
Greene, assureties upon the bond tor $70,000, 
should together have contributed the _ re- 
maining 7-18 of ssid sum of $92,000, to-wit, 
the sum of $35,777 78. 

That ss between the sureties upon said 
bonds said sum of $92,000 should have been 
contributed and paid in the rollowing propor- 
tions, namely, said Wolff and Tilford should 
bave paid the sum of $11,925 92 each; said 
Ifirschverg sbould have paid the sum of $28,- 
1]1 12, and said Theo. P. Greene, vy virtue 
of his liability on both of said bonds, should 
have paid the aggregate sum of $40,037 04. 

That said Theo. I’. Greene, the defendant 
herein, is bound to refund to said M.A. 
Wolff and Wm. HH. Tilford’s execu- 
tor the sum of $17,037 03 on 
account of the advances by them heretofore 
wade as aforesaid, anithat said sum shouid 
be paid tothem in equal proportions, that is 
to say, there should be pusid to each the 
sum of $8,518 51%.

THE IMMIGRATION SOCIETY.

Important Changes in the Constitution— 
Notes of Interest. 


The constitution and by-laws of the Mis- 
souri Immigration Society has been materially 
changed. The election ot officers will take 
place biennially instead of annually. Be- 
fore a majority of the committee was sufficient 
for any purpose. Now on any important mat- 
terseither a three-fourths vote oravote of 


ten members is required to adopt. The 
executive commitvee will also be 
elected biennially. No debt or 
liabilitv * can occur in excess 
of themonevin the treasury and the Treas- 
urer innst give a bond of $10,000, subject to 
increase at any tine the committee may 
deem it advisable. The kxecutive Committee, 
in place of meeting when called now meets 
on the first Tuesday of every month, and the 
auditing committee, consisting of members 
other than ollicers, at least once a wonth. 

The president of each corporative 
county society has been made ex-officio an 
honorary member of the society. 

It is strictly provided that the society or an 
individual member shail not transact any 
business of profit through the society’s oper- 
uations. Any member of the com- 
Mittee missing three meetings may 
be deemed as having resigned and a new mem- 
ber appointed. 

The Finance Committee are now arranging 
a practical plano! enlisting the interest of 
the business men, and it is probable all 
branches will be visited and interviewed dur- 
ing the next two weeks. 

The articles of incorporation will be 
presented to-morrow by Messrs. Fletcher and 
Waldo P. Johnson.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge La hlin Defines the Relations Be- 
me a Counsel and Client. 


Judge Laugblin to-day rendered a decision 
in the question brought before the court by 
Presley Jones, Kring’s attorney. A rule in the 
jaii makes it the duty of the Jailer to read all 
communications, and his deputies to examine 
allarticles. Mr. Jones asked that he beal- 


lowed to have uninspected communication 
with his client, to which Jailer Ryan OD- 
ected, and submitted the matter to Jugge 

ughlin, and to-day he rendered the follow- 
ing very interesting decision: 

The right ofa Jalier to scrutinize the corre- 
spondence between prisoner and counsel, his 

risoner being not yet convicted but simply 
held tortrial, isthe question here presented. 
It must have arisen before, Dut no instance 
bas been reterred to, though adozenor more 
members of the bar participated in its discus- 
sion, und none bas been found. Iam, there- 
tore, without the aid of precedentin its solu- 
tion. The defendant’s counsel. claims the 
right to receive from his client certain written 
communications now in the possession of the 
prisoner now in jail without their being sub- 
mitted totbe Juilerfor inspection. He al- 
leges that they périain wholly to the prison- 
er’s defense and areimportant. The Jailer 
does not admit this, but asserts and insfsts on 
bis right to she thein before they are allowed 
to leave the piison. 
he reoaaen am ordinance of the City Council 
and therules piescribed for the @#egulation 
ot the jail. The rule relied on reads: 
»’ The insiae turnkey sb allthoroughly examine 
nll puckages or articles befgre passing them 
to ihe prisoners; he shall see that no weapon 
of any kind or any suspicious articie be passed 
to any prisoner ; nor all any written com- 
munication be passed into the jail or out of it, 
exce pt by permission of the Jailer.’’ Though 
the question is raised and now urged it is un- 
necessary to determine whether the City 
Council had or had not the power to legislate 
on this subjcct—itis immaterial. The ordin- 
ance, if valid,does not attempt to confer upon 
the Jailer any greaterright than he already 
had. Hisright‘‘to prescribe all useful and 
proper rules and regulations’’ for the govern- 
went ot his prison results trom his relationot 
kee per asisincidentto his duties and does 
not deperd upon the ordinances forits exist- 
ence. Ilkence it is imimnateriul whether this be 
a valid ordinance or not. The existence of the 
rightis beyona dispute. But 1s this rule, in 
so fur as it undertakes to regulate the corre- 
spondence between prisoner and counsel, a 
reasonable rule? Of eourse, if it is either 
useful or proper, itis reasonable. [But if itis 
utither ‘‘useful’’ nor ‘‘proper’’ it is un- 
rearonable, and if unreasonable is 
4 nullity. Ot this proposition the 
Jailer holds the affirmative. It lies with him 
to show wherein itis useful or wherein it is 
proper. He has failed to do this, and they 
“Oo not suggest thewselves tothe mind of the 
Court. Ot so great importance isthe rignt of 
every one charged with crime to the benetit 
ot counse) esteemed in this State that it has 
been embocied inthe Consmitution from the 
vely birth of the State, and of so great import- 
ance to an efticient adwinistration of the law 
is the utmost freedom of intercourse be- 
tween counsel and client that it places upon 
it a veil of secrecy which can be broken only 
by the chent, Neither court no Legislature 
can invede or deny or curtail this right. They 
may throw aroundits exercise such regula- 
tions as are reasonable under existing circum- 
stances, but such only. Betore such regula- 
tions can be applied they mustappear reason- 
able, or must be shown to be so; and the very 
helple-sness of prisoners in actual confine- 
ment makesit the dutyof the Court, in virtue 
ot whose powess heis held to jealously pro- 
tect him against all unwarrantable invasion 
ot his rights. 

The object ot this person is a two-foldone. 
First the detention and punishment, and 
second, detention only. The attitude betore 
the law of aCourtis now understood, but that 
of one not yet convicted but only accused of 
crime is vastly different. This difference is 
substantial and oughtto be observed in the 
treatment of prisoners. The benefit of his 
legal presumption of innocence until proven 
guilty tollows him untél taken away by trialand 
conviction. An actual conviction worksa 
change in his legal status, but until this 
change is worked he is entitled to certain rights 
among whichis that of counsel. If heisen- 
titled to counsel heis entitled to communicate 
with bim and with him only, bythe ordinary 
methods, and to adopt such methods when 
they donot endanger hissate keeping,in the 
preparation of his defense. Thatwriting1s an 
ordinary method will not be disputed; why 
then bas he not the right to put his ideas, 
factsand suggestions upon paper and, without 
subjecting them to the scrutiny of any one, 
hand themtohiscounsel. lIamunabletosee 
auy resson tor denying it and none has been 
suggested. Why should he be compelled to 
rely sbsolutely on his memory andthe mem- 
ory ot his counsel. Both mavfail under the 
excitement of a trial or the presence of a mul- 
titude of other matters and thus are advantages 
lost to his accusers. Butit is unnecessarv 
to discuss it further. Good reasons suggest 
themselves why written communication 
should be allowed and none why they should 
not. That partofthe rule which undertakes 
to prohibititis adjudged unreasonable and 
therefocc void. The order to allow the 
writings referred to in the petition to be 
passed by the prisoner out of the jail to his 
counsel is made. LAUGHLIN,

The Legal Oounterfeiter Pleads Guilty in 
the U.S. Courts. 


Charles A. Hill was arraigned before Judge 
Treatin the U.S. District Coart this morn- 
ing to answer to several countsin an indict- 
mentfound against hint by the grand jury 
charging him with vurious offenses in the 
counterfeiting line. Mr. Hill has been in 
prison for about six months, and looks some- 


what the worse for his incarceration. His tace 
is noticeably palerthan it was when he oc- 
cupied an office at No. 610 Pine street. His 
eyes are considerably sunken ; the general ap- 
pearance is ees und indicates anxiety of 
mind andtrouble. He had occupied the of- 
fice No. 610 Pine sticet tor along time, and 
professed to be a lawyer. About 
two vears ago he was suspected of crooked 
dealing in Uncle Saw’s promises to pay, but 
as he could not be caught in flagrante delictu 
or any positive knowledge obtained concern. 
ing his practices in this line, the case was 
temporarily abandoned. Last spring two 
secret agents rented a room opposite Hill’s 
office and kept up & constant espionage on 
his actions. it was thought that 
he was in the habit of cutting 
sma))] pieces off different bills, and pasting 
them together, thus makinga mew bill and 
passing it. One day he was caught ‘‘dead to 
rights,’’ the agents having seen him at work, 
nnd noticed him roll up something in his 
hand, and place iton the window sill. They 
were on him in a moment, and found numer- 
ous evidences of counterfeiting. Tools were 
found about the office, and his draw- 
ers revealed plaster of Paris 
moulds, ladles and other implements used 
by coney men. Counterfeit nickels and 
moulds forturning eut dimes were brought 
to light. The ball which he had placed in the 
window sill was examined and tound to con- 
tain nickels, wrapped up in tea leaves, to 
give the counterfeit the dark appearance of 
the genuine. When brought up in Court this 
morning he pleaded guilty to the courtin the 
indictment charging him with having counter- 
feit coin in his possession, and then seated 
himself and anxiously watched the proceed: 
ings. Judge Treat remarked that as the pris- 
oner bad made no defense he should endeavor 
to prove character. The attorney tor Hill ac- 
oopene the suggestion, and said he would 
bring good evidence asto respectability at the 
afternoon session of court.

*On Monday night preceding the robbery,’ 
said Bassham in his confession, ‘‘two neigh- 
bors of minecame to me and said they had 
put up a job to rob a train, and wanted me to 
coin withthem. Ii told them I didn’t want 
nothin’ to do with robbin’ notrain, and 
wouldn’t have nothin’ to do with it nohow; 
but they kept on persusdin’ and finally went 
away, Sayin’ they would come back in the 
morning and that I must go with them. They 
said a very rich train was coming dowm on 
theC. and A., and thatwe would makea big 
haul, perbaps $100,000. Wa’al. that kind o’ 
half persuaded me, but still I didn’t like to 
co. Theyfinailvtoid me that Jesse James 
was arrangin’ the thing and that it was sure 
to be a success. 


‘‘Wa’al, then they left. Mv wife kept 
pesterin’ me to know what was goin’ onan’ 
what they wanted, butI didn’t like ter let 
on. I kept thinking aboutitall night. Of 
course, I’d heerd often of Jesse James and 
kinder had confidence in him, then I was 
pretiy poor, there wasn’t much crops on my 
place and winter comin’ on, and I tell you it 
jooked pretty niceto get alittle money just 
then, no matter wharit kum from. ’s:des, I 
thought to myself, ef I don’t goit’ll be done 
just the same anyhow, they’ll be down on 
me, and tentoone l’ll be more likely to get 
arrested if I ain’t thar asif Lam. 

‘*Wa’al, I kep’ kinder thinkin’ it over an’ 
in the morning they came totke house early 
and eat breaktast, and then went out ard 
loafed aroundthe timber and in the corntield 
all day so nobody wouldn’t see ’em.

Hethen went on over to the depot and 
found the crowd in the waiting-room 
guarded by one of the men. Jesse James 
then told him to walk up and down the plat- 
form as the train approached and fire off his 
shot gun in the air as fastas he could. The 
telegraphfoperator was forced at the point of 
the pistol to lower the green light and thus 
signal the train to stop. Jesse James then 
asked him if there were any loose ties there 
that ibey could lay across the track,and he said 
he didn’t know of any. The men then went 
and got logs and laid them across the track to 
obstruct the train if it should take the alarm 
and not stop for the green light. Meanwhile 
the train approached: Bassham waiked up 
and down the platform firing off bis gun; 
James and one of the men jumped into the ex- 
press car, and Miller jumped on the engine in 
the manner already described and with which 
all are familiar. Thetrain was not stopped 
more than tive or six minutes. 

As soon as it was over, Jesse James fired off 
his pisto], wnich was the signal for all to 
leave, and tbey jumped on their horses and 
rode rapidly for about half a mile, till they 
came to 

A DESERTED LOG CABIN. 

Here they alighted and entered. Somebody 
produced a smail pocket Jantern and some- 
body else struck a match. Jesse James threw 
the booty down on a rude table in the middle 
of the compartment, divided it out, and shoved 
each man a pile as they stood round the table. 

-assham’s share was between $800 and $900. 
Jesse then said: ‘*Now, each one of you fel- 
lows go home and stay there. Goto work in 
the morning, and keep your mouths shut, and 
nobody will ever be the wiser. This country 
will be full of men in the morning hunting 
for meand you.’’ 

Basshem was afterwards arrested upon sus- 

icion of complicity in the robbery, as he was 
caown to have suddenty invested censidera- 
ble money in stock and farmers’ tools and no- 
body knew where he got it. The names of 
the other men concerned in the robbery have 
never been made public and were withheld 
by the Journal’s informant for a few days, as 
the oflicers hope for additional developments 
before sentence is passed on Bassham. 


A reporter afterwards interviewed Mrs. 
Bassham, but learned nothing additional in 
recard tothe affair. She hadseen the men 
in the evening and at breakfast next morning. 
Her husband had been out and got home late 
Wednesday night. Yes, her husband had 
made a confession and she was sorry ‘‘on’t. 


ADDITIONAL ARRESTS.

Last night about 6 o’clock Marsbal Con. 
Murphy and a posse of six men left this city 
for a jocality southeast of here, in tne neigh- 
borhood of the County Poor-house, and suc- 
ceeding in surprising and arresting two men, 
Ricbard Lalley and Kit Rose, purported to be 
parties connected with the Giendale train 
robbery which occurred on the line of the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad a little over a 
yearago. The men were arrested on a bench 
warrant issued Jate Saturday afternoon on 
information derived from Tucker _ Bass- 
bam, who pleaded guilty last Friday in 
the criminal courts of this city to the charge 
of complicity in the robbery.
